And their erica of 
protest In the early dny.i of the new deal were 
no shriller than those being heard now from 
comfortably entrenched union executives 
against the proposed changes In labor laws. 

In both cases the sins of the few were 
charged ngnlnst the many. In both cases 
there was strong public sentiment for change. 
The chief difference Is that the union men 
- stand B good chance of making out better 
than the businessmen did. 

But If they do it probably won't be as a 
result of the reason and realism of their 
protesta. Rather It would seem that If the 
sharp edge Is taken off some of the new labor 
laWB It will be because the labor commlttSjo 
of thB Republican senate contains three 
strongly" pro-labor Republicans In Messrs, 
Allcen, "Monm and Ives, along with four 
strongly pro-labor Democrats. 

There Is no black-and-white simplicity 
nboat such things as Industry-wide bargain- 
ing, the dosed shop, union shop and main- 
tenance-of-membership agreements. They 
ore complex matters In which both the pros 
and the antls have some persuasive argU' 
menta at their disposal. . Their merits need a 
thoughttul, dispassionate rcstudy in the light 
of the past decade's experience. 

But the extreme views on these subjects, 
lor and against, approach hysteria, with the 
champions of the labor status quo naturally 
making the most noise. Yet one examines 
their protests In vain for any admission that 
the actions of certain imlon leaders may have 
'aroused a great many people to the extent of 
Influencing their vote lost November and 
prompting them to demand some curb of 
economically disruptive powers. 

Rather we hear from Philip Murray of the 
CIO that unidentified "powerful monopoly 
Interests'* • are out to ""destroy American 
nnlonlsm.7 l«tds Hollander, ^ew York state 
ipresldfint 6f41U) CtO, ctedlQi Senator Ball per- 
sonally with the same desire. The United 
Mine Workers Journal, taking another tack, 
sees In any effort to curb unions the regi- 
mentation of bushicss and eventual destruc- 
tion of the profit system. 
■ Henry Mayer, counsel for Independent 
xmlons of telephone and utility workers, dis- 
misses the moot question of the closed shop 
thus: "Tht Insistence that the so-called 
closed shop Is an Infringement of an Indi- 
vidual's liberty is completely Insincere, since 
:., . . the freedom of the Individual worker 
; depends upon the collective bargaining 
strength acquired through association with 
: other workers." 

Mr. Hollander counters, but does not refute, 
the charge that there are labor monopolies 
by saying that "the real monopolies In this 
country are the giant corporations ruled by a 
■ handful of financiers." 

Name-calling and ignoring charges by 
hurllngcounterehargesare old political tricks. 
They can easily become a habitual method of 
argumenL But they will not solve our present 
economic problems. 

Before they can be solved the leaders of 
our great unions will have to admit that all 
their actions have not been perfect and to 
the public interest. They wlU have to recog- 
nhse their public duties and rcspon-nlbllltles 
as well as their "rights." They will have to 
concede that those rights have been abused 
on occasion, and that others besides "power- 
ful monopoly Interests" would like to see the 
power of our John L. Lewises curL-illed.

PS. which offic- 
ials ot the Dnlted 
Mine Workers 
have described as 
feudal communit- 
ies In the years 
prior lo the tint 
of Rooaeveltl la- 
bor boards. Itiese 
sr« properties of 
the Delano (am- 
mderlc Del- 
ano, an imcle of 
the late President 

was, at last reports and had been 
for maay yean, the directing head 
of the company. 

A man tn high nuUiorlty In the 
United Mine Workers states with- 
quallllcatlon that Mrs, Sara Del- 
i Roosevelt, the sister of Prederlo 
and the mother of Ftsnkiln, hsd a 
largo and, for a long Ume, very pro- 
f lUble Interest In the mines. I found 
no authority who was able to say 
flaUy that President Roosevelt, 
himself, was one of tha owners but 
there la a letter in exUtence from 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, written on 
While House stationery In June, 
mi. In which sho said: "My hus- 
band sold oil interest In these hold- 
ings." I take that to mean that he 
was one of the ownen at one time. 

My Informant at the United Mine 
Worken sold that If It was In my 
mind to excuse him on the ground 
that all this took place when ' 
a chUd or a young man, I could Just 
forget that. These condlUoiu con- 
tinued, he said, throughout the years 
when Rooeevelt waa governor ot 
New Vork and Into the second year 
of his (Int term aa President, He 
made no InltlaUve more to reform 
them even then. John L. Lewis 
forced the reforms. 

The United Mine Workers had 
never been able to organise the min- 
ers well enough to present a strong 
front against the Delano family. 
They had struck these mines In lOH, 
IDie, IDID and 1030 but had lost 
every Ume. 

In lB3i, however, when the first 
of Roosevelt's collective bargaining 
laws was tried, word was Hashed to 
the organlzera In Pennsylvania to 
move In, and organise the miners. 

An organizer did atart Into Orace- 
ton Immediately but was met at the 



town limits by armed guards who 
tried to drive him away. He then 
telephoned tha, national headquar- 
ters 9f the UMW la Washington, 
requeatlng InstmUons. Jotm L. 
Lewis kistructed him to warn the 
local e*euUvts of the Delano prop- 
erty that If he was not admitted to 
the town and permitted to recruit 
union members' within two houn. 
he. Lewis, would Issue a public state- 
ment. 

It is surmised that tha company 
executives got In touch wlUi Uncle 
Frederic Delano at his office In the 
sUte department, where ha held the 
title of chairman ot tha naUonal re- 
source* planning board, and Uial ha 
passed the word to let down the bar. 
At any rate, the organiser iralkcd 
In., the minen Joined the union and 
Lewis never had to Issue a state- 
ment which would have depicted 
President Roosevelt's own family as 
an tmcommonly rough and invet- 
erate opponent of organlied labor. 
This Informant said Orsceton wu 
town In which the company con- 
trolled the people from tha cradle to 
the grave. 

"A company doctor delivered you 
Into the world, you lived on 
pany property and traded at 
pany stores until you died snd then 
you were buried by the company," 
ho said. a 

After my Inquiry at tha head- 
quarters of the UMW, I telephoned 
an official ot tha union In Pltls- 
burgh who had tackled Qracelon 
repeatedly during the yean of ex- 
clusion, but finally walked In, after 
the threat by Lewis. "You bet I did 
the Job." he said. "I had SOD or BOO 
volunteers from the surrounding 
towns and we Just went down there 
and treed the meti. The guards were 
Just overwhelmed. Tiere wasn't 
even a fUt-fighL About J« ralntn 
Joined us, 

-A township road ran through Uia 
town but the armed guards used to 
Btop you at Uie to«-n line on llie 
ptibllc road. We would be harrassed 
if we Just walked Uuough the town. 
I lived handy by ana It you walked 
through on a nice Sunday after- 
noon, five or six guards would slep 
up and Insult you. TTiey controlled 
IL It was ouU'lghl feudalism, Thoy 
controlled the courts and they 
would find you guilty ot soma 
trumped up charge like disturbing 
the peace, I never could find out 
If FDR owned part of It, but Fred- 
eric Delano told me his sister, 
Roosevelt's mother owned a lot ot 



tha bonds. ImUx. b U», when X 
was trytnc to collect wages dns tha 
miners (tbeaa negoUaUons took 
place tn the state deparUnent In 
Wasblngtoo) Delano said he and 
his sitter (Roosevelt^ mother) own* 
ed Oraceton.

Jan, 30 W^-Com- 
munlat forces In north China cut the 
vital Pclplnn -Tientsin railway to- 
day. shortly after the announcement 
lliat American military units 
belnit withdrawn from China, 

The communists severed, tempo- 
rarily at least, the route over which 
D. S, forces must wltlidraw from 
Pclplnn, site of the truce headquar- 
ters that will be abandoned wlUi 
tlie end of America's Ions but futile 
peace efforts. 

AuDclated Press Correspondent 
John Roderick reported from Tient- 
sin that the railway link was euL 
at Wclschanchuang, about midway 
between TlenLiIn and Pelplng, Fljhl- 
ln(t still raflcd there. 

Before tlie communists attacked 
Uic Eovernment'i rail ortery, Amer- 
ican authorities In Pelplng discred- 
ited reports Uiat ttie communists 
might attack the city before U. a 
personnel left. 

They asserted the communists 
were too weak to take either Pelplng 
or Tientsin, although they could 
delay or Imperil the American with- 
drawal by dahiaglng the railway— 
which U Just what they did, Ilotr- 
ver, such disruptions ordinarily can 
be quickly repaired. 

FInt Serloui Attack 
II was the first serious communist 
attack on the railway, which once 
was guarded by U. S, marines. 

Roderick said the Wclsclianc ■ 
ang railway station was burned, a 
section of track "destroyed," and 
the attackers were in such force 
that tile government sent up an 
armored train from Tientsin. 

The countryside along the route 
teems with bands of communist 
guerrillas although not equipped or 
organlaed for any major offensive. 
Observers In PelplnE. In common 
with many In other Chinese cities, 
were convinced, however, that tho 
withdrawal of all American medi- 
ators would Invite heavier fighting, 
Tliey predicted both the Bovemmcnt 
and the communists would "irj' to 
make drives In Manchuria and north 
China. 

Otriee* Id Close 

miile botli Bovcrnment and com- 
munist leaders speculated over tho 
effecUi of the departure of the 
Americans, Informed sources In 
Nanking predicted llml oil com- 
munist liaison offices in govemmcnt 
territory would be clojcd with tlfe 
poMlblo exception of Nonklng^, 

They pointed out Uiat govemraciit 
military commanders long had com- 
plained of Uic presence of top-notch 
communisls in Nanking, Shanghai 
and ChungkliiB, where they were 
able to ofcaen-e and report to Yenan. 

Most of Uie high-ranking com- 

unlsta probably will return to 
Yenan, the communist capital, Tho 
tran.^pot'tntlon will be a big Job for 
Uie thin U, S. air forces remaining 
in China.

Do you know THE aecret of get- 
ting a Jab? 

Surprisingly enough, there's Jutt 
one big tecret. As gleaned from cem- 
versaUons with apcclalLaU In this 
Held at the local Idaho employment 
service office and with a number 
of employers, hero la the cardinal 
principle: 

You must have something to of- 
fer that is needed. 

That sounds simple, hut many ap- 
plicants overlook 11 entirely. The 
neit question Is, "How to go about 
letting the employer know whaf j-ou 
have lo offer?" 

In the final analysU. It U up 
the job seeker to do this. 

"We know what Jobs are available 
and who should fill them, but 
there's one vital lUik the Individual 
m\ui moke himself," commented A. 
J. Ueeks, employment office mana- 
ger. "Tlial must be done when the 
pioipcctlvB employe and employer 
get together. Tho person applying 
for the Job must 'sell' himself oi 
herteir to the employer." 

Know Yonnelf 
To do a good Job of "selling' 
himself, an applicant should know 
what he can do. THIs should be 
cloiely related to what he wants to 
do. Then he should know something 
—the mors the better— about) the 
nnployer'a business to show Jutt 
what contributions he can bring 
to It. Manager Meeks emphasised. 

When asked about hit renctiona 
from the employer point of view, 
one local businessman snld, "Every 
employer Is looking for people who 
want lo learn so they can handle 
belter Jobs: Willingness to start at 
the bottom arul learn is a big bsseI. 

Another said. "The person npplj'- 
Ing for a Job ahould Im; prepared to 
tell the employer what he can do;" 
while yet anotticr counseled. "Ttilnk 
about questions before asking them. 
Ask yourself the foolish ones and 
then answer them." 

Asset or Llabllilr 
Tills same buslncumon, who is 
manager ot a large department 
, added. "'If employes can give 
hat wo need m the way of 
seiMce. straishl thinking and loy- 
ally, they in turn will Ret belter 
remuneration and other comldera- 
tloiu. An employe can be cither an 
a.uet or n Uabillly, not only in busl- 
but In the way of accident and 
health pronram.v sick lentrs and 
profit aharliw fund.i. NatunUly, It's 
good butlne^ to have as many 
assets as possible." 

As to some tips on minor details 
that may make the difference tic- 
tween an Immediate offer and a 
courteous brush off, here arc some 
gleaned from employment service 
officials and emploj-crs: 
' Letter Uelpa 
Prepare a letter of application to 
the employer to leave wllh him as 
permanent record of your name, 



where you can be reached, age, 
education, experience, references 
and other pertinent information. 

Be prompt and dressed approp- 
riately for the type of work you plan 
to do and be confident but respect- 
ful. 

Sometimes It may be difficult to 
act confident if you don'C feel that 
way, so perhaps this will help you. 

One employer told of an Inci- 
dent of IS years ago when he visited 
the office of an automobile Indus- 
try executive. Noting that th' 
young man appcorcd awe-stricken, 
the ckecutive counseled, "Whenever 
you come in to an office feeling 
rous. Just pretend tho man you 
Ulklng to is sitting there In his 
underwear. You'll be surprised at 
how quickly he becomes human." 
On the "don't" side of the ledgi 

' 'Bo Poalllva 

Don't apply with a negative atti- 
tude. 

II you approach an employer 
with. "You don't want a secretary, 
do you?" he's nutomatlcaly going 
to toy, "No." And, U he hot a sense 
humor, he might add, "I really 
did need one, but you talked 
out of IL" 

Don't slouch, sprawl, yawn or gel 
too chummy. 

One employer expressed a special 
aversion to applicants who chew 
gum while talking to him. Vol that 
he has a particular dislike for gum, 
as ho chews it himself on occasions, 
start off by asking how 
much money you will geL Most 
employers opprcclate an lntellli;cni 
lnlere.it In wages and hours, but 
there's nomethins atuut starting off 
this subject that irritates Uiem. 
lon't try to bluff or le! 
you're belter than you ore, as Ironk- 
Eta will generally pay off. 

Try Again 
Finally, don't become discouraged 
and give up after the first trj'. 
There may be n Ijettcr Job walling 
doKn tlie street. 
One way of letting your prospcc- 
ve bais know that you're tllll ex. 
peeling big things of him Is to tend 

rlllcn "thank you' 
tile day or so after the Interview, 
Thti mny lead lo reconsid era lion. 

Without becoming a peal, a i. 
minder from time lo time tlial 
you're atlll on the wailing Iht may 
turn Uie trick o.-i It did for one Tnln 
Falls man who dropped In on i 
employer on an average of once ..
